In 1863, Isami Kondo (Toshird Mifune) answers 
the call of the Tokugawa Shogunate for masterless 
samurai and goes to Kyoto, taking with him 
Hijikata (Keiju Kobayashi), Yamanami (Umeno- 
suke Nakamura), Okita (Kinya Kita6ji) and five 
others, the best men he had taught at his fencing 
school. Loyal to the Shogunate, Kondo feels he 
must do his bit to keep peace and order in the land. 

In Kyoto, Kondo finds that the city has become a 
political center and a hotbed of intrigue and rivalry 
for power. Men come and go with their own 
interests at heart, but Kondo gains the permission 
of the Kyoto Military Commissioner and sets up 
the Shinsen Group. He and Kamo Serizawa 
(Rentard Mikuni) become the leaders, while 
Hijikata and Yamanami become assistants. 

The rules of the Shinsen Group are very severe 
and any man who breaks them is ruthlessly slain. 
Hijikata, especially, is a zealot in carrying out 
orders to the letter. 

Without Kondo's clear-cut course to follow, 
Kamo Serizawa breaks down under the strain and 
turns to drink and women. Gradually, the people 
of Kyoto come to fear and hate all the Shinsen 
Group for the violent actions of Serizawa, and 
Kondo is forced to purge him with his own hands. 

The Shinsen Group's unsavory reputation is 
forgotten and its prestige is restored again when 
it raids the Ikedaya and squelches a plot to burn 
the beautiful city of Kyoto and abduct the Em- 
peror. 

While the motto of radicals is the expulsion of 
foreigners from Japanese soil, it does not conflict 
with Kondo's work but it changes into a "down 
with the Tokugawa regime" and gathers mo- 
mentum. But Kondo's loyalty to the Shogunate 
labels him as a traitor to those who favor the 
return of the reins of government to the Emperor. 

He realizes the strong current of the changing 
times and suffers the deep anguish of a man caught 
in a turbulent era. Executed at Itabashi, Tokyo, 
in 1868, on the eve of the Meiji Restoration, 
Kondo dies as he had lived, a man of strong 
conviction.

In 1864 — before the collapse of the Tokugawa 
Shogunate, Honjd, a Shogunate superintendent, 
dispatches Shimbei (Rentarfi Mikuni), a vassal, 
on a special mission to Ezo (now Hokkaido), 
Japan's northernmost territory, where there is a 
fort held by unruly natives under the command of 
Jirozaemon (Shfigo Shimada). 

Shimbei is joined by Saburdta (YQzd Kayama), 
an ex-retainer, and six others, all of whom are 
paid by Echigoya, a shipping agent, to rescue the 
daughter of a Russian count captured by Jiro- 
zaemon when a Russian naval squardron visited 
the port of Ezo. 

The group reach the fort and learn that Jiro- 
zaemon had asked and paid Echigoya to buy arms 
for the fort from the Russians, but Echigoya had 
failed to act in accordance with the terms of the 
agreement. 

Thus the group sent from the Shogunate join 
forces with the Ezo men to help their cause — all 
except Shimbei, who, in truth, is a Shogunate 
agent whose mission is to recover a large sum of 
gold hidden in the fort and bring it back to Edo 
to help bolster the finances of the collapsing 
Shogunate. 

Faced with a Russian ultimatum, Saburdta takes 
the captured girl to one of the Russian ships to 
avoid a battle, but too late. Russian and Shogun- 
ate forces attack the fort and during the fierce 
conflict Shimbei kills Jirozaemon and secures the 
gold. 

Saburdta, seeing Shimbei escaping on horse- 
back, mounts another steed and pursues him. 
A duel ensues and Shimbei falls. 

With the fort destroyed, Saburdta starts a new 
life with Jirozaemon's daughter.

During an era of civil wars when powerful rival 
war lords competed to rule the land, magician- 
spies. who came and went swiftly and silently 
like dark shadows, were used by them to ferret 
out information about the enemy or to carry out 
difficult missions.

Ichi (Shintarb Katsu) is blind. Outwardly, a 
masseur, he is called Zatbichi who, handicapped 
by jack of sight, has honed his remaining senses 
until they are as sharp as a razor's blade. His 
constant companion is his sword. This looks 
like an innocent blind man's cane, but it has left 
a trail of dead men. However, Ichi prides himself 
on the fact that he has never drawn his sword 
first against anyone. 

Tired of violence, Ichi nostalgically remembers 
a peaceful village and returns only to find every- 
thing has changed. 

For the village has been taken over by Boss 
Masagorb (Masakane Yonekura). Hybroku (Kan- 
juro Arashi), the venerable former headman sits, 
day by day, making images of the god Jizd. 
When Masagorb hears Ichi is in the village, he tells 
his bodyguard (Toshirb Mifune) to kill him. At 
first he refuses to kill a blind man, but changes 
his mind when offered an adequate reward. 

As he challenges Ichi, the bodyguard feels the 
money is already his but, for the first time he 
meets his equal. In their first encounter, both 
feel a grudging respect for each other. Then they 
become enemies again when Ichi is taken in by 
Eboshiya (Osamu Takizawa), Masagorb's father 
who had disowned his son for his violent acts. 

The bodyguard is really a spy sent by the 
Shogunate to find the gold bars Eboshiya is 
believed to have hidden away. Yet he does not 
seem in any hurry to carry out orders as long as 
he can drink at the sak6 shop run by Umeno 
(Ayako Wakao), the beautiful proprietress. 

When Kunai, a spy known as Kuzuryu (Mori 
Kishida), is sent to watch the bodyguard, Eboshi- 
ya's younger son returns and demands the gold. 
When Eboshiya refuses, he kills his own father and 
brother. 

Ironically, it is blind Ichi who finds, not gold 
bars but gold dust, hidden in the 130 Jizd that 
old man Hybroku had made on Eboshiya's 
orders as the best of hiding places. But before 
the gold-hungry people find it, the gold dust is 
blown away by a gust of wind.

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Ichibei Shikoro (TomisaburS Wakayama) is a 
doctor for the poor in feudal Edo who manages 
the clinic by bounty hunting. Shinpachi, a 
young farmer of the Kurogane clan, one day begs 
him to rescue his villagers from their sad plight. 

Lord Ozeki (Asao Koike), head of the Kurogane 
clan, has imposed heavy taxes on the farmers to 
raise funds for repairing Edo Castle, and in so 
doing hopes for an important position in the 
Shogunate. Those unable to pay have been killed 
or have starved to death. Finally, the farmers 
band together in a fort and demand Ozeki to relax 
the tax burden. 

Ichibei supports the farmers, accepting a good 
round sum of money as reward, and sets out with 
Kunai Aoto (Kenji Ushio), his patient, female 
ninja Kagerfl (Tomoko Mayama), an expert in 
cudgel fighting, knife thrower Hayato Onizuka 
(Eizd Kitamura), and skilled swordsman Yatar6 
Mochizuki (Minoru Oki). After a violent fight, 
they meet the village headman Tazaemon (Kan- 
jurd Arashi) in the fort. Next-day Mondo 
Shibaike (Ichird Nakatani), Lord Ozeki's chief 
retainer, leads his troops against the fort but they 
are driven back by a machine gun which Ichibei 
has invented. A fierce fight takes place in the 
night to steal or to recover the gun, but Ichibei and 
Kagerd secure it. 

The enemy brings up a large cannon that de- 
stroys the fortifications and troops led by Lord 
Ozeki surge into the fort. A severe battle ensues 
during which Ichibei kills Ozeki and Mondo. 

The enemy retreats, leaving many dead, but 
all in the fort are also killed. Ichibei returns 
the money to the villagers, tells them to bury 
their dead, then turns towards home.
